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BIG DAMAGE IS CAUSED BY 
THE RAPID RISE OF RIVER 


La Crosse River Rises Three Feet in 
Twenty-four Hours—Trouble 
at Trempealeau 


The water in the vicinity 
of 
La 
Crosse is still rising. 
La Crosse river has risen about 
three feet during the last twenty-four 
hours, and Black river has also been 
coming up. 
All of the prairie land north of the 
Milwaukee tracks at 
the northern 
part of the north side is now inun­ 
dated. 
It is reported that many cattle have 
been drowned by the rapid rise. Most 
of them were drowned in the vicinity 
of the McGillivray and Hunter farms 
where they are put into the pasture 
and allowed to remain there all sum­ 
mer. 
A few days ago the made land be­ 


tween the Black and Colmari’s slough 
began to appear but all that can be 
seen now from the north side to 
West La Crosse is a stretch of water, 
which comes only about three feet 
from the top 
of

river 
bridge. „ 
Trouble at Trempealeau. 
A dispatch from Trempealeau says: 
The Mississippi at this point is two 
feet from the danger line and is still 
rising. 
Several

under water, causing losses reaching 
into the thousands.

Dr. Victor Vaughn of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan, one of the country’s 
greatest specialists on 
tuberculosis, 
addressed an immense audience 
at 
the \. M. C. A. last evening on the 
dread “white plague.” 
Dr. Vaughn’s discourse was plain 
and to the point and he held the un­ 
divided attention of his audience for 
over an hour. 
„ 
He showed that consumption was 
not an heriditary disease as many be­ 
lieve, but strictly a contagious dis­ 
ease, to which some persons or fami­ 
lies are more sucesptible than others. 
The speaker advocated the instal­ 
lation of state sanitariums for con­ 
sumptives and the treatment of the 
disease from a scientific standpoint. 
“Consumption is curable,” said the 
| physician. 
“Perhaps there is no great 
; disease from which so many can re­ 
cover as this. 
The time is past when 
I a physician shall conceal from his pa- 


means a fight and determined effort. 
“If the 
prevention 
of 
contagion 
could be accomplished and the present 
victims of the disease confined and 
scientifically treated the disease could 
be completely stamped out 
in one 
generation.” 
The physician compared tuberculo­ 
sis with the great scourge of leprosy 
of many years ago and showed how 
this far more 
serious 
disease 
was 
stamped out by a united effort of the 
people so that today it is practically 
extinct. 
This can also be done with 
tuberculosis said the speaker. 
If the 
people take the proper hold of it, there 
is no more need of the United States 
being infected with tuberculosis than 
there ijs^need for leprosy.

Washington, June 0.— Tile czar lias 
it last been heard from here, and the 
result is not unfavorable to peace. In 
his recent audience w ith Meyer, the 
United States ambassador, the czar In­ 
dicated a willingness to take under ad­ 
visement the subject of peace, and ex ­ 
pressed a warm appreciation of the 
friendly w-crds of Meyer, speaking as 
the personal envoy of the president. 
The reception of Meyer w as character­ 
ized by the greatest 
cordiality and 
friendliness, and the am bassador’s ca­ 
blegram to the president giving a gen­ 
eral account of the audience is of a 
distinctly hopeful tone. 


W h a t M e y e r O ffered t h e Czar. 
Meyer did not bring to the S t P e­ 
tersburg government an offer o f media­ 
tion, but a “ friendly offer of good will,” 
as it was described by Count Cassini, 
which apparently wats gratifying to the 
czzar. 
Further than this it is impos­ 
sible to record the character of the 
cablegram. 
Takahira, the 
Japanese 
minister, called by appointment at the 
White House yesterday afternoon, and 
spent half an hour with the president 
Ile was still unable to give the presi­ 
dent the slightest indication regarding 
Japan’s peace terms, but it is believed 
he was acquainted in a general w ay 
with the hopeful tone o f M eyer's dis­ 
patch. and with this as a lever the 
hope is expressed here that the mikado 
will meet the president h alf w a y in the 
earnest efforts m aking to assist 
in 
bringing about art early peace. 


Ja p a n H as H ad No R e q u e s t. 
Earlier in the afternoon Baron Ka- 
neko, the Japanese financial adviser, 
was received by the president and dis­ 
cussed the whole situation for some 
time. 
Baron Ivanego later said that 
Japan had not received, directly or in­ 
directly, any request from Russia for 
a statement of peace terms. 
It is in­ 
timated that Japan would be loath to 
give any such statement until con­ 
vinced that Russia w as prepared to 
take up the question of peace with the 
intention of ending the war. 


W ant* P ea ce, b u t Is J a p a n ’s A lly . 
Strong hopes w ere entertained here 
In the highest circles that 
London 
could be relied on for active assist­ 
ance in counseling moderation to Ja­ 
pan. 
These hopes have not yet been 
realized, 
although 
information 
has 
been received that Great B ritain will 
welcome peace. 
It is still hoped, how­ 
ever. that some assistance from that 
Quarter may yet be forthcoming.
